Water Plant
The Town recently completed an important upgrade to
our water system. The plant and its 11 wells are now
supported by a state of the art SCADA system.
SCADA, (Supervisory Control and Data Acquisition), is
a system that gathers and analyzes data to monitor
and control critical events happening within the water
system.

ORDINANCE AMENDMENT
An amendment was approved to Chapter 50, Business
Licenses, that will hold a property owner or resident respon-
sible if they hire a business to do work on their property, that
had not obtained a Henlopen Acres business license. The
amendment reads: 50-2.B.(1) - Any property owner, family
member, tenant, agent, guest, or person who hires, contracts
with, engages, or otherwise permits any business, company,
proprietor, or person to conduct business of any kind or alters
the land or structures of owner’s property, without first
obtaining a business license, shall be subject to fine.
